INCREASED RELATIONS WITH APRICA NOTED

[Text ! Only 4 few outside the diplomatic community would recognize the signifi- 
cance of the progrese being made in Nigeria's relations with the Republic of 
Korea (South Korea). 


The start was made in February last year, when the Shagari Government decided to 
establish diplomatic relations with South Korea, thus rectifying the abnormality 
of having relations only with one part of Korea, namely, North Korea. 


The decision to enter into relations with South Korea was not only accepted by 
the diplomatic elite in the light of Nigeria's non-alignment policy, but wel- 
comed by Nigerian enterpreneurs who had an eye on South Korea's remarkable 
performance in trade and development. 


At the diplomatic level, apart from the fact that Nigeria's non-aligned status 
requires ite relationships with both Koreas, South Korea deserves the official 
relationship on the account that ic holds two thirds of the whole population of 
the Korean peninsula, enjoys diplomatic relations with about one hundred nations 
of the world, and plays an active role in international organisations (both 
Koreas are not members of the United Nations yet). 


At the economic level, South Korea is 4 model developing country which attained 
a self-reliant economy, having successfully imaplemented series of industrialisa~ 
tion programme and its own brand of green revolution. 


Given all theee it is no wonder that Nigeria's Minister of External Affaire, 
Professor ishaya Audu, returned from an official visit to South Korea last 
Pebruary highly impressed with what he saw and convinced that Nigeria and South 
Korea had a wide range of areas of cooperation to the qutual benefit of each 
other. There has been an increase in the exchange of visite between the two 
countries. 


Se 1f-Suf ficiency 


South Korea, being a developing country which like Nigeria has passed through the 
burden of a colonial past, is in « position to help Nigeria develop her induse- 
tries and achieve self-sufficiency in agriculture. 








Seuch Korea has had its own share of national suffering and struggling to attain 
what it hae today. Korea had a civil war of ite own in 1950-5), Korea, being 
historically one state until it was divided into twe parts artificially in 1945 
aa in the case of Germany, had 4 fratricidal war between South and North, 
ufleashed by the impatient revolutionary seal of North Korea, 


The war turned South Korea inte ashes and the vicious cycle of poverty and 
inetability ruled until in 1961 when the late President Pak challenged «he fate 
of peverty and put up 4 slogan of self-help, hard work and unity (cooperation). 


The campaign might well be called a struggle for survival because South Korea 
had a dual task of military preparedness and economic deve lopment. 


Economic development was geared into the strategy of nationa)l survival or national 
survival dictated the economic development. This is how Koreans came to be known 
as one of the world's most hard-working people. 


Korea is fatefully situated among three major powers--China, Soviet Union and 
Japan. These major powers alternately cajoled, harrassed or dominated Korea in 
their jockeying for power in the Far East, until it was divided into two~-South 
and North in 1945. 


But Korea, having maintained ite cultural identity and hi-toric independence, 
remains one nation except politically and should be united into one. Both 
Koreas are eager to get united and try to keep the aspiration for unification 
aflame. Ideology sete them apart and the chase seem wide. 


South Korea believes in peaceful and productive dialogue addressed to family 
reurion, trade, non-aggression pact, and finally schemes for reunification, 
which has to be peaceful. 


President Chon Tu-hwan, who was elected last February for a seven-year tera, 
proposed 4 summit meeting of two Presidents of both South and North, dramatizing 
his commitment to peaceful dialogue. 


Elaborating on the scheme for peaceful unification, South Korean Ambassador to 
Nigeria, Mr. Yim Tong-won said to this reporter that a war could not be justi- 
fied as 4 means towards unification, for a war would increase antagonism among 
the people and, therefore, make national integration auch @ore difficult. 


Nigeria, with its bitter memory of civil war and its professed dedication to 
peace, is in an advantageous position to give counsel to both Koreas not to 
repeat the tragedy of fratricical war either in the name of revolution or 
reunification. 


South Korea is active in Black Africa as in other parts of the world. It has 
embassies in Senegal, Liberia, Ivory Coast, Ghana, Mauritania, Sierra Leone, 
Upper Volta, Cameroun, CAR, Gabon, Zaire and Nigeria.

FOOD PRESERVATION RESEARCH==<The Korean Energy Research Certer, in conjunction with 
the Agricultural-Fisheries Village Development Company Foodstuffs Research Center, 
is carrying out agricultural products storage technology research, weing gamma raye 
from cobalt 60, They are developing storage methods .his year for potatoes, onions, 
and chestnuts; they intend to work with grains and meat in the future. The Dr Cho 
Han-ok team of the lnerey Research Center's agricultural radiation lavoratory irre= 
diated agricultural products with the gamma rays as a method of suppressing bacter'a, 
and in the case of potatoes and chestnuts, was able to prevent spoilage completely. 
While this method has been used in other countries since 1960, it was not used in 
Korea because of the lack of progress in technological development and problems in 
consumer acceptance. Dr Cho said this method should increase foodstuffs by reducing 
losses in the storage process.

The correctness of our party's guidelines on pushing ahead the TRT movement has 
been repeatedly proven through practical experience. 


We must more vigorously accelerate this movement on the basis of the results al- 
ready achieved in the TRT movement.

In accelerating socialist construction and increasing the people's etandard of 
living, all quality control functionaries must strive to bring about an epochal 
turning point in the struggle to improve product quality by fully realizing the 
importance of the mission with which they have been entrusted, and by furcher 
improving and strengthening quaiity control work in 4 manner suited to the demands 
of the developing reality. 


What is most important for thie is for quality control functionaries to demonstrate 
the high sense of responsibility of being the master. 


Quality control work is extremely responsible work which, by ascertaining the 
quality of goode on a daily basie and finding a means of increasing quality in 
advance, etimulates the concern of those who produce in improving product quality. 
Consequently, what position and viewpoint quality control functionaries take and 
whether or not they perform the work of product inspection and control hase great 
impact on the problem of product quality. When etate quality control personnel 

and plant self-monitoring personnel organize quality control work from the position 
of being the master by which they, along with the producers, take full responsibility 
for quality and assure objectivity and a scientific approach in such work, product 
quality cannot help but go up. All quality control personnel should be possessed 

of the glory and dignity of standing at a key revolutionary sentry post which is 
responsible for product quality, and, with the overall benefit of the national 
standard of living in sind, responsibly perform quality control work. Self-inspec- 
tion syetems hould be set up for each production process in State Administration 
Council committees, sinistries, plante and enterprises, and sclf-inspection personnel

of shops and work teame should stand by party and state policy and etrive to 
meticulously and responsibly moniter preduction processes, 


Thoroughly establishing strict discipline and order in quality control work con= 
atitutes an important guarantee for improving product quality, 


As a result of the wise leadership of our party, there ie established in our nation 
today the moet superior unified quality centro] system; the material and technical 
foundation of quality control work has been strengthened, and thie sector's ranke 
are being ably manned by functionaries whe are prepared politically and practically. 
Under these conditions, whether or not control and mouitoring are successful in 
imporoving the quality ef today's products depends in large part on how the function=- 
aries of this sector maintain the discipline and order that have been established. 
With the establishment of etrict discipline and order in the quality control sector, 
quality control functionaries should perform their work in accordance with the 
rules, To thie end, inspection rules and sample products should be well prepared 
and the inepection of products conducted thoroughly using them as the etandard, so 
that monitoring and grading ie done on the basie of party principles. in addition 
individual functionaries in quality control organe and concerned sectore should see 
to it that instances do not occur where quality control discipline and order 

are violated, 


The transformation of efforte to improve product quality to that of the producers 
themselves is the sost important task facing quality control functionaries. 


No matter how much quality control functionaries desire to improve product quality, 
if producers do not put everything they have into making better quality producte 
for party, leader, fatherland and people, then there cannot be an increase in 
product quality. Guality control functionaries must continuously go down to the 
production sites and, working with laborers and technicians, provide them with 
guidance on how to work in accordance with technical rules and standard manufactory 
procedures, and vigorously advance the struggle t. join with them to discuss, find 
and put into practice methods for improving product quality. In addition, they 
should assure maximum quality levele while reducing unit consumption levels for 

all processes by identifying and praising good examples at the proper time among 
producers. in addition to this, quality control functionaries should see to it 
that appropriate care ie given even to the work of attractively packaging goods 
that have been produced. 


The quality of goods, starting with the products of factories in the processing 
industry sector, including machine plants and light industrial plants, on up to 

and including food items produced in the public food supply networks, must be raised 
another step. 


Quality control functionaries are valued treasures of our party, and their mission 
is extremely important. Reality demands that functionaries of this sector become 
better prepared, both politically and practically. 


The work of solidly manning the ranks of this sector with functionaries fully 

loyal to the party and the leader must, along wit) the work of improving their 
technical and practical know-how, be persistently pushed forward in quality control 
sectors and related sectors. 
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Specifically, 4 product card=type system must be set up for each category of goods 
in the quality centro] sector se that quality control functionaries can know that 
qua tity of resources and materiale weed in the manufacture of a given product, and 
ty what extent standards and strengthe are being guaranteed, Discuselone and study 
should be organised often in thie sector, not only to indoctrinate quality control 
functionaries politically and ideologically, but aleo to teach them the methodology 
of quality contro! work, 


While thoroughly establishing a revolutionary etuay epirit and firmly arming them- 
selves with party policy, quality centro] functionaries should etrive vigorously 

to become well versed in the work of their sectore, particularly the products which 
they have contro, over, technical processes of production and means of inspection, 


The etrengthening of guidance over quality control organe and proper maintenance of 
the equipment and materiale needed in product inepection are important. 


No matter how much the ranke of quality control functionaries are increased, if 
guidance work is not properly taken care of, and if the meane of product inepection 
aren't maintained, then they cannot properly perform their miseion, Furthermore, 
along with increasing the authority of quality control organe in the Administration 
Council and relevent sectore, political control functionaries, quality control 
functionaries and epecialiste should get together on a timely basis so as to dis- 
cuss, address and adopt counter measures for probleme connected with product inepec- 
tion. In addition, responsible functionaries of concerned sectors should meet 
frequently with quality control functionaries, get a feel for the situation and 
give them leeway, and should provide guidance eo that, possessed of clear objectives 
and mechodology, they can capably develop their own work from a party-oriented 
principle, Further, responsible functionaries and party organizations of concerned 
sectors should strengthen party guidance so that functionaries and workere will 
look upon quality control work with a correct underetanding of such work, and will 
strictly observe state regulations set for product inspection and quality control 
work. In particular, responsible party organizations should provide proper guidance 
by fully explaining and instilling the teachings given by the great leader Comrade 
Kim ll-song to the quality control sector among quality control functionaries, so 
that they can fully carry out their own mission in a self-sufficient manner, and 
should see to it that quality control functionaries are not given other work to do. 


Committees and ministries of the State Administration Council must provide in a 
timely manner the equipment required by the quality contro) sector, particularly 
the various measuring and testing equipment required in product inspection, and in 
eo doing firmly solidify the material and technical foundation of quality control 
work. Along with this, in the quality control sector there must be a v 
acceleration of the technical innovation movement for making quality control modern 
and scientific, and inspection methods gust be continuously improved in a manner 
suited to the damande of the unified quality control system.
